LOYD GEORGE REJECTS 
GERMAN PEACE PROPOSAL 


Demands Reparation and Restitution 
Before He will Consider Conference. 


ONDON, Dec. 19.—-The an- 
* nouncement in the House 
of Commons today by 
David Lioyd George, the new 
Prime Minister, that the. first 
act of his administration was 
the rejection of the proposal of 
the Central Powers for a peace 
conference constituted one of 
the most momentous scenes 
which the oldest parliamentary 
veterans had ever witnessed. 
The new Premier declared 
that before the Allies could give 
favorable consideration to such 
an invitation they must know 
that Germany was prepared to 
accede to the Allies’ terms, giv- 
ing “complete restitution,” full 


reparation and effectual guar- 
antees, and that “to enter a 
conference upon the invitation 
of Germany, proclaiming her- 
self victorious, without any 
knowjedge of her prop 
would be putting our heads into 
a noose with the end of the 
rope in Germany's hands.” 
THE BELGIAN QUESTION.

This was the substance of com- 
ment in reliable German quarters 
here today on Lloyd George's inti- 
mation that certain guarantees“ and 
“promises of reparation” must be 
forthcoming before the Allies could 
accept Germany's proposal. 

As for guarantees, they will un- 
questionably be made. Germany is 
ready to protest her solicitude for 
1 peace of Europe and will 
o er own motion suggest - 
ment to limit armaments. — 

It was feared that the stipulation 
of indemnities would prove a stum- 
bling block, but the surprising asser- 
tion was made that Germany might 
consent to pay an indemnity by way 
of reparation to Belgium, rather 
than stand the expense of continuing 
the war. ; 

Ambassador Von Bernstorff, who 
rarely allows himself to be quoted 
on any subjéct, was so confident to- 
day that a conference was in sight 
that he authorized this statement: 

“It looks to me as if the matter 
by no means finished by the 
British Premier’s speech. I expect 
that after one more exchange of 
notes we shall get together in a con- 
ference.” 

MAY LEAVE WAY OPEN. 


The Allied reply, he thinks, will be 
neither a direct acceptance nor a 
flat rejection of the conference pro- 
posal, but will leave the way open 
for Germany to send another note. 
Germany undoubtedly. will do this so 
long as there is a chance of its lead- 
ing to a conference, and will phrase 
her second note in such a way, ac- 
ceding partially, at least, to the stip- 
ulations of the allies, that it cannot 
be rejected. 

As for a statement of specific 
terms, which, it was inferred from 
Lloyd George's remarks, the Allies 
might demand as preliminary, the 
view in German quarters is that “such 
talk gets nowhere.” All experience 
in diplomacy shows, it was declared, 
that negotiations carried on in public 
accomplish nothing. Only when the 
statemen of all the belligerents get 
together in the same room” can 
progress toward peace be made. But 
enough of a general outline of terms 
might be given to overcome the 
British objections. . 

In American official quarters also 
the Premier's speech was regarded 
as favorable to a discussion of peace. 

“They're talking peace at last.“ 
one official commented, “and that is 
a deal to start with.”

ANOTHER MOVE INVITED. 

The Allies’ responses are viewed by 
administration officials, not as a flat 
refusal, but asthe answer most to 
be expected from a group of bellig- 
rents eager to throw back on their 
adversaries in a world diplomatic 
struggle for public opinion, all the 
onus of having caused the war and 
of having brought about conditions 
under which peace was morally 
wrong.

One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of the Premier’s speech from 
the American viewpoint was his ref- 
erence to nationalization of Great 
Britain's shipping.

“The very substance and style of 
the speech constitutes a denial of 
Peace on the only terms on which 
peace is possible. He is not even 
conscious now that Germany hae 
committed any offense against the 
rights of free nations. Listen to 
this from the note: 

“‘Not for an instant have they 
(the Central Powers,) swerved 
from the conviction that respect of 
the rights of other nations is not 
in any degree incompatible with 
their own rights and legitimate in- 
terests.’ 


“When did they discover this? 
Where was respect for the rights 
of other nations in Belgium and 
Serbia? That was self-defense, men- 
aced, I suppose, by the overwhelm- 
ing armies of Belgium. I suppose 
the Germans had been intimidated 
into invading Belgium and burning 
Belgian cities and villages, into 
massacreing thousands of the in- 
habitants, old and young, into car- 
rying off the survivors into bond- 
age.

“Now that this great war has 
been forced by the Prussian lead- 
ers, it would be folly not to see to 
it that this swashbuckling through 
the streets of Europe and this dis- 
turbance of peaceful citizens was 
dealt with here and now as the most 
serious offense against the law of 
nations. 

“We will wait until we hear what 
terms and guarantees the German 
government offer other than those, 
better than those, surer than those, 
which she so lightly broke. And 
meanwhile we shall put our trust in 
Our unbroken army, than 
broken faith. 

“For the moment I do not think 
it would be advisable for me to add 
anything upon this particular invi- 
tation.

“Our armies have driven the 
enemy out of the battered villages of 
France and across the devastated 
Plains of Belgium. They might hurl 
him across the Rhine in battered 
disarray.

GUN CONTRACTS LET.

AY WILD HORSES 
WERE NUMEROUS. 


Malls to Defraud in Sale of Mus- 
tangs Involves One Million Dol- 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 
OMAHA (Neb.) Dec. 19.—Testi- 
mony intended to show wild horses 
were numerous on the government 
reservation in Coconino county, 
Arizona, and that they sold in car- 
load lots for $30 to $75 a head in 
Omaha and Kansas City, was intro- 
duced by the defense today in the 
government's suit against the United 
States Live Stock Company and the 
Omaha Land and Investment Com- 
pany, charged with use of the mails 
to defraud in sales of Arizona mus- 
tangs by which it is alleged $1,000,- 
000 was secured. Government wit- 
nesses testified there were fewer 
than 4000 wild horses on the reserva- 
tion and that most of them were 
mavericks and belonged to the State 
and the others were the property 
of settlers. 

J. Z. Adams, wealthy Council 
Bluffs resident, a retired farmer, 
testified he went ta Flagstaff, Ariz., 
climbed Mormon Mountain and 
with field glasses counted the wild 
horses. His estimate showed there 
were 75,000 or 100,000 horses on the 
reservation but they were “the wild- 
est wild horses he ever saw.” The 
result of his observations over sev- 
eral days was recorded in a book, 
he declared, but he had placed the 
book, which was in the form of a 
diary, in a safe and unfortunately 
had lost the combination to the safe. 
On cross-examination._ Adams ad- 
mitted in his opinion the horses 
“were too wild to handle.” 

J. Sidney Smith, defendant, presi- 
dent of the United States Live Stock 
Company, told how, in 1909, he be- 
came interested in wild horses, bor- 
rowed money, went to Flagstaff and 
paid about $7000 for all the wiid- 
horse brands he could secure. He 
testified two shipments were made, 
one of 150 to Omaha, where the 
horses were sold at $30 a head, and 
the other to Kansas City, where a 
“number were disposed of at a very 
private sale for $75 a head.” Smith 
gaid it was represented to him the 
horses were “well bred, probably 
from animals brought to Mormon 
Lake by Bishop Lot Smith and al- 
lowed to run wild.” 
Everett Myers of Central City, 
Neb., stockman, connected with a 
college at Central City, said he saw 
“500 or 1000 horses a day for three 
weeks” when he was in Coconino 
county attempting to round up the 
animals he had purchased. He de- 
clined to say how many horses he 
had caught. 
George Kraft, another witness 
said with 150 Indians and eight cow- 
boys he succeeded in capturing a 
herd of 2000 wild horses but “just 
as we were about to close in on them, 
a big storm came up, frightened the 
animals, and they broke away.”

The Anti-Saloon League does not 
know who constitute the Committee 
of 100 said to be behind the pro- 
posed ordinance, but so far as the 
league knows, said ordinance does 
not meet the approval of any rec- 
ognized leaders among temperance 
workers. 

The league wishes also to call at- 
tention to the fact that the pro- 
posed ordinance offers very slight 
improvement over present liquor 
regulations in our city, while in 
some respects it seriously weakens 
existing regulations. 

The provision that liquor contain- 
ing more than 27 per cent. alcohol 
shall not be sold in public drinking 
places is worthless because it is im- 
possible of enforcement. The pro- 
posed ordinance does not prohibit 
the keeping of strong liquors in pub- 
lic drinking places. All the usual 
liquors could be kept behind the

The serious defect in the proposed 
ordinance is that it would open wide 
the door for selling all kinds of 
liquors at all hours of all days and 
in all manner of places by so-called 
“wholesale drug stere liquor estab-

Under 
wholesale drug store liquor estab- 
lishments can sell only to drug 
stores. Because of this fact no fur- 
ther restrictions were placed upon 
such places. 

Ordinary wholesale liquor estab- 
lishments can be conducted only in 
premises which open on to a public 
street and they are prohibited from 
having screens which would prevent 
a view of the interior from the 


Not more than two such places 
can be licensed in a block, and prop- 
erty owners may prevent any in- 


in a block dy means of a re- 
monstrance. 

Not more than ninety-two ord- 
mary wholesale liquor establish- 
ments can be licensed in the city and 
none of these can be outside of the 
prescribed liquor zones. 

These places cannot sell liquor on 
Sunday nor after certain hours at 
night. 

None of these restrictions applies 
to wholesale drug store liquor estab- 
lishments. They may be licensed to 
sell anywhere, any hour and any day, 
provided they sell only to drug stores. 


LIQUOR FOR ANYONE. 


The proposed ordinance would re- 
move this last condition, thus per- 
mitting wholesale drug store liquor 
establishments to sell to anyone to 
whom an ordinary wholesale liquor 
establishment could sell and in the 
same quantities. Yet it would not 
throw around wholesale drug-store 
liquor establishments any of the 
eafeguards thrown around other 
wholesale liquor establishments. 
These wholesaie drug-store liquor 
establishments might be licensed and 
opened anywhere in the city: prop- 
erty owners could not keep them 
out by remonstrance or otherwise: 
they could sell liquor containing 
more or less tnan 21 per cent. al- 
cohol at any hour of any day, the 
only restriction being that they must 
not sell “less than one-fifth of a 
gallon at a time,” and that this must 
be in a sealed or corked package. 
It is quite possible that this was 
not intended by the authors of the 
proposed ordinance. Whether in- 
tended or not, this is what their 
ordinance would do. Its possébilities 
for evil so completely outweigh its 
good points thac the Anti-Saloon 
League is compelled to advise that 
citizens refrain from signing the pe- 
titions now in circulation or from 
having any part in supporting the 
proposed. ordinance,

BRIDE'S LIFE.

Near-tragedy by Poison on 
Their Wedding Eve. 


Groom Finds Her and Mother 
in Nick of Time. 


Prominent Couple Plan to be 
Law Partners. 


Tragedy stalked perilously close 
yesterday to the wedding altar of 
Miss Dorothy Frances Smith, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
Clifton Smith of No. 1649 Wilton 
place, and Harold C. Morton, a 
young attorney of No. 1625 Rock- 
wood avenue, whose marriage was 
to have occurred tomorrow. Both 
the bride-to-be and her mother 
were stricken with violent ptomaine 
poisoning while alone in the house, 
and only the timely arrival of Mr. 
Morton on a visit to his flancee 
saved their lives. 

Miss Smith, whose father 16 given 
chief credit for the great inde- 
pendent telephone system of Texas, 
and her mother dined together.

How long they lay so they do not 
know. Fortunately, however, Mr. 
Morton was on his way to the house 
to go over Qnal preparations for the 
wedding with his flancé® He rang, 
knocked and called at the door 
without result. - Finally, 
he entered the house and found the 
helpless women. 

He hurriedly summoned a physi- 
cian, and, in the meantime, suspect- 
ing poison, prepared antidotes, 
emetics and heated water. To his 
prompt action the women probably 
owe their lives. 

After hard work the mother and 
daughter were declared out of ddn- 
ger, but they are still very sick. The 
wedding was necessarily postponed, 
but at the earnest solicitation of the 
young people only four days was al- 
lowed for recovery, the date set now 
being Christmas. Miss Smith de- 
clared that the wedding would oc- 
cur then even if she has to go back 
to her sick bed afterward.

Deputy Sheriffs Fox and Nolan lo- 
cated him in an apartment-house at 
No. 133 West Twenty-first street and 
brought him to the County Jail just 
before the arrival of the Nogales of- 
ficer. “I wouldn't hesitate a moment 
about going to Arizona on these 
charges because 1 am guiltless, but 
T am afraid some of these Mexicans 
have framed it to get me.“ said he. 

Sheriff McKnight stated every pos- 
sible protection will be afforded 
Carlson. Despite this the prisoner 
stated he would oppose extradition 
and the case will be brought before 
Judge McCormick this morning. 

Shortly after Carlson's arrest two

arrived at the jail in their automo- 
bile and, after talking to the pris- 
oner, sought Special Investigator 
Blanford of the Department of Jus- 
tice.

The LW.W. guests at the County 


Jail became obstreperous yesterday 


morning and started a small-sized 
insurrection. There are more than 
‘forty men in the prison awaiting 
trial on vagrancy charges. For a 
few days they were very tractable. 

Their local adherents furnished 
them with magazines, tobacco and 
delicacies which do not appear reg- 
ularly on the regular prison menu. 
Longing for freedom on the open 
road, the box car and the country, 
the men have been growing noisy. 


Yesterday, before the dawn filtered 
through the grim corridors of the 
prison, they started to send forth 


cat calls, rooster crows and similar 


‘noises. When deputy jailers tried 


| 


to make them subside they broke 
into a roar that sounded for blocks. 

At the same time they tried to 
force the doors of the tanks in 
which they are held. Jaller Galla- 
her arrived and attempted to per- 
suade them into quiet, but this failed 
and he ordered them into separate 
cells in different parts of the jail 
and threatened some of their ring- 
leaders with solitary confinement. 
Physical force became necessary to 
break up the mob and for a time 
it appeared as though serious trou- 
ble might ensue. 

They declared later they wanted 
an opportunity to spread about the 
prison their propaganda of indus- 
trial om with direct action.

S TOTHE TERMS OF PEACE AND 
LLorp GEORGE'S ATTITUDE. 

According to the latest cable advices to 
The Times Lloyd George will not consent 
for the Allies to meet the representatives of 
Germany for a peace conference unless and 
until Germany shall agree definitely to sub- 
mit to the terms of the Allies. 

The Allies seem not in the least reluc- 
tant to say what their terms will be. Lau- 
zanne, editor of the French government or- 
gan, Le Matin, says openly that the Allies 
will require a cession of Transylvania to 
Rumania, of Trentino to Italy, of Alsace- 
Lorraine to France, and of Constantinople 
to Russia. Belgium to be restored, Bel- 
gium and Serbia to be indemnified, and an 
indemnity of the modest sum of 320,000, 
000,000 to be paid by Germany to the Al- 
lies by a collection of heavy duties on all 
— goods imported into Allied coun- 


The terms of peace not specifically formu- 
lated but strongly indicated by Germany 


are a return to the status in quo ante bel- 


lum. No boundaries to be disturbed and 
trade relations to exist as they were be- 
fore the war. The net result of peace on 
such terms would be that the proceeds of 
a hundred years’ labor of six great and 
four little nations would be swept away, 
their lands filled with widows, orphans and 
cripples, and their peoples compelled to 


begin a process of hard work and saving 


and rebuilding. 
If peace should come not as a result of 
a conference but by a final and decisive 


victory of the Allies, they would probably 


inflict but little punishment upon Austria, 
for the payment of an indemnity would be 
absolutely impossible. Italy would take 
Trieste ‘and the Trentino, Serbia would 


take Bosnia and Herzegovina with a sea 


front on the Adriatic. Rumania would get 
Transylvania and Bukowina: Russia would 


get Constantinople, with both banks of the 


Bosporous and Dardanelles .and possibly 


| Western Asia Minor and Galicia. Germany 


would lose Alsace-Lorraine to France, 
Posen and East Prussia to Russia, and all 


‘her colonies to Great Britain. 


It on the other hand the Central Powers 
should be victorious Austria would receive 
Serbia and Macedonia, with the seaport of 
Saloniki; Germany would annex Belgium 
and possibly Holland and maybe another 
slice of France, with South Africa and such 
English colonies other than Australia or 
Canada or India as pleased her fancy, and 
the British chain of fortresses from Gib- 
raltar to India, likewise Hongkong and the 
Straits Settlements. Restrictions and spe- 
clal taxes would be laid on English com- 
merce and England would be obliged to 
keep down her navy below any danger to 
the Germans. i 

If the war in Europe continues until one 
of the combatants achieves complete vic- 
tory, the other may be brought to the con- 
dition of Germany in the middle of the 
seventeenth century when bands of starving 
soldiers marched to and fro consuming the 
small supplies of food taken by force from 
the unarmed and unresisting inhabitants. 
If the Central Powers should prevail Great 
Britain would have the advantage—not 
possessed by Russia, France or Italy—of 
being an island. Von Moltke, the great 
German tactician, said that he had worked 
out three different plans for invading Eng- 
land, but none for getting out again. 

Harsh terms imposed by whoever is victor 
would simply result in a truce in which 
the vanquished would plot and wait for 
an opportunity to get revenge. If there is 
to be a permanent peace each nation must 
concede the right of other nations to exist, 
and must recognize the kinship of races 
and must, whether by means of a limited 
monarchy or a republic, encourage govern- 
ment of the people, by the le, for the 
people. The present war rought about 
by a few dozen Or a few hundred persons 
who put their country into a position 
where it must first without discussion or 
vote, or an opportunity for public opinion 
to express itself. In Aurtia-Hungary 
there is no federal parliament. In Ger- 
many the Reichstag acquiesced in the war 
under pressure from the imperial throne. 
In Russia the Duma had no voice, and even 
in England war was decided upon by the 
Cabinet before Parliament was allowed to 
discuss it. 

In order to obtain a durable peace there 
must be an abandonment of the idea that 
war is a proper way of settling national dif- 
ferences. Albert Bushnell Hart wisely says: 


“The: coming on and cause of the present 


war are absolute proofs that war can only 
be prevented by some sort of world federa- 
tion in which every nation shall have an 
armed force upon a fixed proportion, to be 
used as a part of a contingent of a world 
police force. That must be provided, for 
mankind can never be free from two dan- 
gers: The first is the possible rise of a 
barbaric power which recognizes no law, 
like the bordes- led by Attila and Tamer- 
lane; the second is the danger from some 
highly civilized power which may suddenly 
adopt the barbarians’ method of ruthless 
warfare. No human kindness, no treaties, 
can prevent those dangers; and unless 
Europe can nd some way of creating a po- 
lice force which shall in no country be 
sufficient to destroy a neighbor and yet for 
all countries shall be strong enough to pro- 
vide against the ungovernable forces of the 
world, the greatest war of history will, after 
a few years, be followed by a greater one.” 

A nation or an individual that is confident 
of the righteousness of its cause will al- 
ways be willing to submit it to arbitration. 
For a statesman to refuse such arbitration 
is in itself a tacit admission of the weak- 
ness of his cause, If Lloyd George were 
sure his is right why should he hesitate to 
enter into negotiations in which the Right 
would be quite sure to win? The pro- 
posal of Germany to treat for peace should 
have been met by courteous acquiescence, 
and not by an arrogant refusal of Lioyd 
George to consider any proposition other 
than an abject and unconditional surren- 


der by Germany, and her submission to 


any terms that Great Britain might see 
fit to impose. The military successes of 
England thus far obtained do not justify 
her in assuming a position that is unfair, 
not merely to Germany, but to civilization 
and humanity. England's attitude will be 
disapproved by the neutral nations of the 
world and especially by the people of the 
United States.

American missionaries and merchants 
have gone to India and carried to the na- 
tives the gladsome tidings that this is the 
land of the free and the home of the brave: 
that all men are created equal, and that in 
this country at lest the lamp of education 
is ever lit and that its beams are free to 
all. They have merely repres@mted what 
our Constitution and declaration apparent- 

ly guarantees, | 
Yet by the terms of the Burnett immi- 
gration bill the people of India, as a whole, 
are excluded from entry into the United 
States. If under special provisions Hindu 
students are admitted to our colleges or 


seminaries, each must first put up a cash 


bond of $500 prior to admission. 

Americans may wander over India doing 
pretty much as they please—learning its 
philosophy and religion at its institutions 
and ever and anon pilfering from its tem- 
ples. But if a progressive young Brahmin 
seeks more light, or wishes to learn more 
of our glorious civilization or the principles 
upon which liberty of person and freedom 
of thought are pledged—well, that's differ- 
ent. 3 

The door is closed against him, or else 
he is required to put up $500 for the privi- 
lege of paying still more for that which we 
guarantee to teach for nothing. 

There are quite a number of Hindu stu- 
dents in the colleges and schools of Call- 
fornia and they are a cultured and intelll- 
gent class, a race which includes Sir Rabin- 
dranath Tagore and other world-renowned 
leaders of advanced and poetic thought. 
Mrs. Anna May Monroe of this city and 


_others who are acquainted with the efforts 


the students from India are making to ad- 
vance themselves in California institutions 
are actively arrayed against these dis- 
criminations of the Burnett pill and are 
beseeching Congress that in the windup 
this unworthy showing of abhorrence to the 


dwellers of India be not recorded in the 


law of the land. 

There is definite and organized opposi- 
tion to these discriminating provisions of 
the bill—not only on the part of educated 
Hindus, but through various educational 
societies who have memorialized the Sen- 
ate and President on the subject. 

If the Zulus, the Fijians, the Chinese, or 
the wild men of Borneo were also spe- 
cifically barred, the dwellers of India might 
not make serious remonstrance, but to be 
singled out by name as the only race in 
the world denied admission to our sup- 
posedly hospitable shores is a breach of 
international comity. This seems odd on 
the part of a country that has a massive 
statue of universal liberty standing at its 
front door, Also the race discriminated 
against had a form of civilization and _litera- 
ture when this nation was in its cradle. 

According to the voice of one of the cul- 


tured and educated remonstrants it is- not 


only open injustice but a serious reflection 
on the Hindus to be selected as the only 
people on God’s green earth to be excluded 
from the United States as a race. It is 
conceded by the highest scholastic author 
ity that the Hindus are from Aryan stock; 
that their ancient language, Sanskrit, and 
numerous present tribal tongues are of 
Indo-European base and that they are in- 
heritors of a notable literature and civiliza- 
tion. In fact, of all the peoples inhabiting 
the continent of, Asia they are—with the 
Persians and Caucasians—the nearest of 
kin to the majority of citizens of the 
United States. Their exclusion as a race 
is not only an unwarranted reflection on 
their national honor but is likewise un- 
worthy of the spirit of our own country 
which boasts of its equality of opportunity 
and an open door for the meanest of God's 
creatures. It is gubmitted that if it should 
be held necessary to exclude any particular 
class of the Hindus from entry into the 
United States, this may be done by naming 


that class and not branding the entire race 
as if they were moral lepers. 

There is no warrant for the slightest 
fear of an invasion of Hindu labor in case 
the barriers are down. The Hindu sticks 
mighty close to his own country and is not 
much of an emigrant. From 1820 to the 
beginning of the current year—a total of 
nearly 100 years—the entire immigration 
from India was just 6669. This was less 
than two-tenths of 1 per cent. of the total 
immigration to America in that time. Yet 
India has had a population exceeding 300,- 
000,000 for most of that period. No great 
nation in the world ever indicated the stay- 
at-homeativeness of the Hindu race. 

Even if it were believed that an influx 
of East Indian laborers would create an 
economical or social problem through their 
inability to adapt themselves to the 
American standard of living there are 
other provisions of the bill which would 
perfectly safeguard the public by excluding 
the undesirable classes. 

There is no warrant whatever for incor- 
porating in the law of the land a registered 
hostility against the Hindu race. As a 
nation we are seeking an enlarged market 
in the Far East while the politicians and 
demagogues are doing what they can to 
nullify all chance of trade expansion. 

We have for a century been sending tnis- 
sionaries to save the souls of the hapless 
Hindus. We have written doggerel about 
him to the effect that: 

The poor benighted Hindoo, 

He does the best he kin do; 

He sticks to his caste, 
From first to the last, + — 

And for pants he makes his skin do. 

It might not be amiss for the philosophic 
and gracious Hindoo to evince his spirit 
of recompense by sending over a few 
missionaries to this country to preach the 
gospel of good will on earth. 

But how would they get in? 


Drawback to Prosperity. 

{Providence Journal:] The property valu- 
ation of Boston is placed near the $2,000,-

In 
some of the industrial centers of the coun- 
try, in the south, for example, a four or five- 
room cottage with ample space for flowers 
and a vegetable garden may be had for a 
monthly rental of $4 or $5, whereas such a 
place in the city of Providence, if obtain- 
able at all, would cost $25 or $30, and in 
cities like Boston and New York there are 
no such homes available for the working- 
man at any price. Prosperity, after all, has 
its drawbacks,

They charged just the same as when 
they strolled through the streets. 
The few producers who did respond 
to the clarion call made a point of 
seHing all their best goods to the 
haughty, reputable, rent-paying, 
taxes-paying, white and gold paint- 
ed stores, and reserved all the “sec 
onds” for the thrifty housewife to 
buy at the usual prices at the mar- 
ket and give herself the pleasure of 
fetching and carrying them home. 
The handful of earnest and thrifty 
housewives who did essay to pat- 
ronize those weil advertised mar 
kets felt “sold,” after they had gone 
through all the unusual and uncom- 
fortable palaver of discarding their 
soiled morning kimono for some- 
thing presentable on the street, do- 
ing their hair decently forahat when 
they usually covered it up in a grimy 
“boudoir cap,” taking half of a 
precious morning to visit a messy 
looking market which obviously 
displayed all the food that the rep 
utable stores declined to buy. The 
chances were she had to pay a car 
fare into the bargain, you 
can't get a market at every street 
corner. 


The producers grumbled because 
they said the thrifty housewife with 
a yearning for efficient French mar- 
keting was non est. The house 
wives grumbled because they said 
the splendid display of fine fresh 
produce at wholesale prices was 
very much non est, And they were 
both right. 

And that is the trouble with the 
American dollar. It just won't act 
francly. The American dollar has 
been trained to shop by telephone 
and scorn its money’s worth. The 
French franc says: “How much’ 
a pound is that beef.” “Thirty cen- 
times.” “Well, that piece will 
weigh about three pounds; I will 
give you 70 centimes for the plece.” 

The American dollar says: “Send 
me 50 cents’ worth of good steak,” 
and leaves it at that. In fact, the 
American dollar does not know how 
to market. We are an amazing na- 


worst shoppers in all Christendom. 
And we take a pride in it. We love 
to brag how much we paid for a 
thing, never how little. 

And then we whine at the high 
cost of living. We don't give any 
encouragement to the producer to 
cater affectionately to our econom- 
ical tastes. He knows very well we 
are a lot of spoiled, pampered dar- 
lings with a weakness for tele- 
phonic ordering and special delivery. 

All the same a yearning and hope- 
ful Housewive’s ‘League, an Out- 
look Club, and numerous efferves- 
cent committees are again sitting 
on the high cost of living problem. 
Once again they are trying to bring 
back those hopeless municipal mar 
kets which none of us are prepared 
to consistently patronize... It was, 
I think. Councilman Conwell who 
naively asked ff all the plans for 
reducing the cost of living did not 
depend on the philanthropy of the 
produce merchants. Of course it 
does. If we can make them sell 
cheap and continue to wait upon us 
hand and foot, if we can maintain 
our comforta¥le standards of living 
nor deny ourselves one iota of our 
tastes, if by passing a few easy city 
ordinances and high-soun reso- 
lutions we can make the wretched 
merchant forego his just profits, we 
are anxious and willing enough to 
respond to treatment.” 

The fact is we housewives will 
do well to remove the beam out of 
our own eye before we start ope 
rating on the mote in the merchants. 
With a very little forethought and 
consideration, with a very little in- 
genuity and management, We can 
all of us reduce our bills by large 
margins on present prices. -

PARK PLAN PRESSED. 


Though it is Said to be Uncertain 
the Government Would Put More 
Money Into Angeles Reserve 
Lands Under New Status 
Than Under Present, 


Considerable progress is reported 
in the plans of the Pasadena Board 
of Trade to have set aside as a 
national park a portion of the An- 
geles Forest Reserve. This is pro- 
vided for in a bill recently intro- 
duced in Congress by Representative 
Randall. The territory covered by 
the provisions of the measure ex- 
tends from San Fernando to Up- 
land, is forty miles wide and goes 
back to the desert divide. 

it is said, however, that there is 
no assurance, even if the bill car- 
ries, that the government will spend 


more money than at present for the 


beautification of the region or its 
proteetion from fire. There are na- 
tional parks, according to Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior Mather, on 
which not more than $10,000 an- 
nually is to be expended, while the 
Agricultural Department epends not 
less than $25,000 a year on the ter- 
ritory covered by the proposed 
park, and a total of $60,009 on the 
entire Angeles Reserve.

POLICE HEADQUARTERS. 


Public Safety Committee Pledges Itself to Back up the 
Plans of Federated Civic Organizations for New and 
Modern Buildings — Topham Suggests a Special Tax 
Levy and North End Site— Farms for Prisoners. 


EARTY co-operation with the 
movement for a new City Jail 
was promised by Councilman 


lie Safety Committee yesterday at a 
public hearing attended by repre- 
sentatives of the women’s clubs, the 
Prisoners’ Friend Society, the Ad 
Club, the Morals Efficiency Commis- 
sion, the Central Labor Council and 
other organizations. 

Chairman Robert Brain and Coun- 
cilman Topham stated that the com- 
mittee will prepare plans for a new 
police headquarters on a central site 
and for farm.colony buildings for 
bath men and women. The funds will 
be provided either by a s 
levy or a bond issue. 

“We want to assure you,” said 
Councilman Topham, “that we are 
in hearty accord with this movement 
to clear up the situation with regard 
to the jail. That building on First 
street should be burned down 
t 
is no place for a jail, even if the 
building were satisfactory. I agree 
with Mrs, Lewis R. Works that we 
do not want a jail in the city, but 
merely a place to keep misdemean- 
ants overnight. 

TOPHAM'S PLANS. 

“What I think should be done is 
this: The Public Safety Committee 
should first plan for police headquar- 
ters—let us eliminate the word jail 
—and in that police building, an of- 
fice building, should be places where 
prisoners are detained until they re- 
ceive their sentences. The building 
should not be on First street, which 
we are going to improve. 


“The question of farms can be 
ta up separately, first for the 
women and then for the men. We 


can get details from other cities 
which have established such farms 
and make estimates of the cost. 

“It can be financed in one of two 
ways. This committee can get esti- 


the numerous organizations which 
are represented in this movement can 
ko before the Finance Committee 
and ask it, in preparing its budget 
for 1916-17, to include a special tax 
levy for police headquarters. You 
can get the money that way pretty 
quick. The other way is by a bond 
issue. and I don't believe the people 
would vote bonds. It will take sev- 
eral months to get the plans ready 
and prepare estima of the cost, 
and in the meantime what tempo- 
rary relief can be given at First 
street will be afforded.” 
ALL BEHIND IT. 

Mrs. Lewis R. Works, representing 
the women's clubs: N. A. Norse of 
the Ad Club, Dr. Robert Barton of 
the Morals Efficiency Commissiog, 
Miss A. A. (Faith) Chevaillier, 
Chaplin Orville J. Nave and Dr. I. 
Grace Spring, president and secretary 
respectively of the Prisoners’ Friend 
Society, and Francis Drake, repre- 
senting the Central Labor Council, 
were present. 

Mrs. Works informed the com- 
mittee that the association, repre- 
senting fifty Los Angeies organiza- 
tions which last Saturday established 
a permanent body to work for the 


First street, would stand behind the 
Council. She said the general con- 
sensus of opinion was that there 
should be a proper detention place 
in the city and farms on the outside. 
Dr. Barton said the present jail is 
absolutely unfit and the plan pre- 
sented by Mrs. Works is the most 
modern way of dealing with the 
problem. 

Chaplain Nave said that if prison- 
ers are not properly housed they 
morally and 
physically. He asked that provision 
be made for the care of first of- 
fenders and those charged. with 
minor offenses, apart from those 
who are hardened and degenerate. 
He stated that the land in San 
Francisquito Canyon is unfit for 
farm purposes such as the city would 
require. 

Dr. Spring promised the com- 
mittee the fullest co-operation of 
the Prisonegs’ Friend Society and 
will furnish reports showing how 
success has been achieved in other 
cities. 

PROPOSED SITE. 

After the hearing Councilman Top- 
ham said he is in favor of having a 
regular office building erected for 
police headquarters and thinks a 
site on New High street and Buena 
Vista street would be a good place 
because there would be entrances on 
two streets. The interior arrange- 
ments would include cells where 
prisoners could be detained for 
about twenty-four hours while 
awaiting sentences; courtrooms, of- 
fices for the chief and other officials, 
assembly-room, and so forth. 

He savs the building should be 
in the vicinity of the civic center.

He further stated that as many city 


buildings as possible should be 
grouped in the north end, that the 
Board of Public Service building 
should be on the Temple Block site 
and that the city should acquire the 
Phillips property for another city 
building. 

DANGEROUS FIRE TRAP. 

Immediate action is to be taken 
by the Council to afford some chance 
for women prisoners to escape from 
the jail in case of fire. At present 
they would be caught like rats in a 
trap. Mark Cohn, acting chief in- 
spector of buildings, yesterday sub- 
mitted to the Board of Public Works 
plans and specifications for the con- 
struction of two fire escapes at an 
estimated cost of $1100. The Coun- 
cil has appropriated the money. 

— “We are consigning women into 
a trap in which, if there was a fire. 
they would be roasted alive,” said 
Dr. Robert C. Barton to the Public 
Safety Committee of the Council yes 
terday. “They have no possibility of 
getting out.” 

WOULD BUILD; RENT. 

If the city can’t raise enough 
money immediately to bud a new 
City Jail, Contractor Edward Pau!

The value of the Pacific Light 
and Power Corporation's distribut- 
ing system_is placed at $3,288,000, 
“determined™in the same manner 
that the Railroad Commission valu- 
ation of the Edison properties was 
made.“ 

There never was a valuation of 
the Pacific Light and Power Cor- 
poration taken by. the State Rail- 
road Commission, however, and the 
question arises as to just how the 
Public Service Commission’s com- 
mittee of the whole reached the 
figures given above. 

The report sets forth that the pro- 
posed contract between the city and 
the two concerns provides that the 
city shall pay the allowed severance 
damage of $1,145,000 in cash or it 
may be absorbed gradually in rates 
for power to be purchased by the 
city from these concerns, at the 
city’s option, for a period of ten 
years. 


power to be purchased by the city 
shall begin at 60 per cent. of the 
total demand on the city’s system 
for the first and second years, then 
gradually diminishing to the end of 
the ten-year period. 

WHAT IS CLAIMED. 


The report estimates that in 1917 
the total demand on the city’s ays- 
tem would be approximately 47,000 
horse power. It prophesies that at 
year it would be approximately 110,- 


panies would furnish about 30,000 
horse power. It prophesys that at 
the end of the ten-year period the 
city will have developed sufficient 
hydroelectric power to eliminate the 
necessity of purchasing power from 
the companies. 

The committee’s declaration of 
benefits to the city by the proposed 
programme includes the points that 
the city would at once secure im- 
mediate ownership of the electrical 
distribution properties of the two 
power concerns in an area of ap- 
square miles, secur- 
ing more t 80,000 consumers and 
assuring from the beginning a gross 
revenue of more than $3,500,000 at 
the present ordinance rates, or 
$3,000,000, based on a 15 per cent. 
reduction; that within a year the 
streets would be lighted by new and 
improved nitrogen lamps, with bet- 
ter light than at present and at 
about two-thirds the cost; that the 
city will be in a position to further 
Gevelop valuable resources on the 
aqueduct without fear of losing any 
rights through delay, and that the 
public will be relieved of further 
concern regarding the necessity of 
additional bond issues,
